‘MILLIONS OF POUNDS HAVE BEEN’ USED 
BY OUR GOVERNMENT 
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BEER LAW IS UPHELD 
BY STATE HGH COURT 


Supreme Judiciary Favors 
Brew Act in Three Dif- 
ferent Cases. 


The Georgia supreme court upheld 
the state beer- law in three cases 
handed down yesterday. 

The Southland Ice Company and 
other wholesale beer dealers sought 
to enjoin the Revenue Commission 
from enforcing a regulation that 13 
cases of 24 bottles each constitute a 
barrel of beer on which dealers must 
pay an excise tax of $1.25, 

The Southland Company and oth- 
ers had sent checks to the commission 
based on 13.77 cases constituting a 
barrel, and the commission sent the 
checks back and demanded more 
money. 

Te beer dealers sought an injunc- 


quiring the commission to accept the 
checks on the 13.77-case bagis, but 
Judge John D. Humphries denied the 
injunction and the supreme court up- 
held him. 

“The law gives the Revenue Com- 
mission authority to promulgate such 
rules and regulations as may be neces- 
sary in the enforcement of the beer 
act, and this rule is not arbitrary or 
unreasonable,” the supreme court held. 

The court also affirmed the Elbert 
superior court in refusing to enjoin 
Sheriff S. B. Seymour, of Elbert coun- 
ty, from destroying three cases of 
beer seized from J. Phil Tate.

Scores of those in prison 
were unfortunates, arrested as they 
crowded around almost cold heaters 
in pool rooms and such like. It seems 
to me the department should concen- 
trate more on burglars, highwaymen, 
murderers and such, but I have not 
attempted to stop the clean-up drive. 
The entire fifth floor of the jail is 
unoccupied and should be equipped 
for prisoners if the unusual large 
prison population now prevalent is to 
be maintained.”

Commenting on the projected addi- 
tion of the perjury accusation to the 
Sturdivant charges, Bridges said:

GOVERNMENT LOANS 
PRAISED BY FARLEY 


Democratic Chief Praises 
Use of Federal Loans To 
Bolster Industries. 


ST. LOUIS, Feb. 22.—(?)\—James 
A. Farley, chairman of the democratic 
national committee, declared use of 
government credit to bolster industry 
was “one of the wisest policies” in 
recent years, in an address here to- 
night.

TOKYO, Feb. 22.—(Saturday.)— 
(P)—Possibility that a third party, 
opposed to the militarist domination 
of the government, might hold the 
balance of power in the new house of 
representatives arose today in returns 
from the general election. 


This is the proletatian Shakai ‘Il'ai- 


shuto, or social masses party. It, how- 
ever, was far behind the two major 
parties, the Minseito, closely linked 
with the government of Premier Kei- 
suke Akada, and the Seiyukai, prin- 
cipal foe of the government. 

As the second day of ballot count- 
ing began the standings were: 

Minseito, 100 seats; Seiyukai, 87; 
Shakai Taishuto, 15 and other prole- 
tarians, 2; Showakai, 11; Kokumin 
Domei, 4; independents, 17. ‘lhere 
are 466 seats in the house of repre- 
sentatives. 

The rise of the proletarians, who 
had only three seate in the last par- 
liament, was the sensation of the elec- 
tion, sharing the limelight with the 
defeat of Kisaburo Suzuki, president 
of the Seiyukai Yokohama constitu- 
ency. 

The possibility of a strong strategic 
position of the proletarian bloc in view 
of the likelihood that neither major 
party would gain a majority caused 
political writers to predict that this 
will prove a deterrent to “militarist 
adventures,” ; 

Kanju Kato, labor leader who made 
a lecture tour of America in 1935, was 
victorious on the labor union ticket, 
also counted in proletarian ranks.

which brought this winter’s supply 


of snow yesterday up to enough to 
last for three years and a half or so. 
Temperatures should start at 28 


degrees this morning with not much 
promise of a lofty climb for the mer- 
cury during the day, according to 
—e Forecaster George W. Mind- 
ing. 

Yesterday, the mercury was at 36 
degrees just as the snow began to 
fall shortly after daylight. It dropped 
to 34 between 8 a. m. and noon and 
climbed only to 38 degrees during the 
afternoon. 

The snow was general over the 
northern half of Georgia and lasted 
well into the day. The ground was 
warm, however, and the snow melted 
as soon as it hit the pavements of At- 
lanta. A slight coating gathered on 
lawns, trees and shrubbery. 

Atlanta’s average snowfall, accord- 
ing to weather bureau records for the 
last 45 years, is 2.5 inches a year. 
This winter, however, 9.2 inches have 
been recorded.

Funeral services for Dr. John Hope, 
noted negro educator and president of 
Atlanta University since 1929, who 
died Thursday after a brief illness: of 
pneumonia, will be held at 3 o'clock 
tomorrow afternoon in Sale Hall 
chapel, Morehouse college. 

Dr. Hope, who: was 67 years old, 
had achieved world-wide distinction as 
a leader of his race.

BAR ASSOCIATION VOTE 
ON JUDGES ANNOUNCED 


Hathcock and Bell Held: 
Best Qualified for Posts 
by Majority Ballot. 


Atlanta lawyers yesterday voted 
Judge T. O. Hatheock and Judge 
Clarence Bell best qualified of the 
four candidates in the races for the 
two judgeships on the municipal 
court. 

The results were announced after a 
secret ballot in a referendum held by 
the Atlanta Bar Association to deters 
mine the opinions of practicing law- 
yers on the qualification of the candi- 
dates for the two posts. 


The ballot was sent to every lawyer 
practicing at the Atlanta bar. Each 
was asked to vote on two questions, 
the first whether the two candidates 
for each position were qualified and 
the other as to which was best quali- 
fied to be judge. 

The candidates are Judge A. J. 
Hartley and Judge Hathcock for one 
post and Judge Clarence Bell and 
Robert Carpenter for the other post. 


Almand Explains Referendum. 


Bond Almand, president of the bar 
association, said yesterday: 


“The referendum was held merely to 
obtain the opinion of the members of 
the bar as to the qualifications of the 
judicial candidates and to publish the 
results for the information of the pub- 
lie The association does not and will 
not indorse any candidate or take any 
interest in these races.” 

The ballot committee, consisting of 
Roy 8S. Drennan, E. W. Fountain, 
Mose Hayes and Edgar Chambers, an- 
nounced the following results: 

Judge A. J. Hartley, 133 voted he 
was qualified; 217 voted he was not 
qualified, and 81 voted he was best 
qualified. 

Judge T. O. Hathcock received 264 
votes he was qualified: 86 votes he 
was not qualified and 269 votes he 
was best qualified. 

Judge Clarence Bell received 306 
votes he was qualified; 43 voted he 
was not qualified, and 250 voted he 
was best qualified. 

Robert Carpenter received 234 
votes he was qualified; 115 votes he 
was not qualified, and 101 votes he 
was best qualified. 

Approximately 425 ballots were cast 
and 75 ballots were not counted due 
to the fact the ballots were not voted 
or returned according to the rules of 
the referendum. 

It was pointed out that only about 
350 of Atlanta’s 1,100 lawyers cast 
ballots in the poll. 

Hartley Issues Statement. 

Hartley issued the following state 
ment after the ballots were counted in 
Judge Humphries’ courtroom: 

“The legislature took selection of 
municipal court judges out of the 
hands of the bench and placed it in 
the hands of the people of our county. 

“I feel that the members of the bar, 
350 out of 1,100, who expressed their 
view in this referendum, should real- 
ize that the citizens of our county have 
a deéper interest in this matter, be- 
cause it is their rights, property, free- 
dom and happiness that a judge deals 
with, and that with this interest in 
view the citizens are well qualified 
and competent to elect their judges 
without being guided by a minority of 
lawyers, 

“T believe the legislature was right, 
because no stream can be purer than 
its source. the people. In that belief 
I am willing that the people, and not 
a minority of the bar or bench. deter- 
mine who shall be judge of the mu- 
nicipal court.” 

Is Duty of People. 

Carpenter said: “No minority group 
of lawyers can select the municipal 
court judges because it is now the 
duty of the people to elect the judges 
and I am depending on the people. 
Why, the bar association tried to get 
a bill passed by legislature allowing 
the association itself to elect the 
Judges of the municipal court and not 
even give the people a voice in the 
matter. And the association also 
passed a resolution that judges and 
lawyers seeking office would not so- 
licit votes from lawyers, but when 
these ballots were sent out, a letter 
requesting support for my opponent 


‘went in the same mail. 


“T have nothing to say against 
Judge Bell, but for the first time in 
history there is going to be a change 
in the municipal court judgeships on 
March 11 when the people vote. The 
association mailed out 950 ballots to 
lawyers but only abont 350 voted.”
